u just and proper spirit of public pride. 
The proponents of that course feel that 
it would be beneath the dignity of this 
wealthy and hospitable city to 
receive outside contributions. Its oppo- 
nents feel that there would be no sacri- 
fice of civic pride or self-respect in taking 
means to prevent failure in meeting the 
full measure of the distress. They urge 
that a false sense of pride may interfere 
with the proper discharge of an impera- 
tive duty. 

The Post-Dispatch has proved by facts 
and tabulated figures that the total 
property losses cannot exceed $10,000,000, 
The greater probability is that they will 
not reach that figure. It is possible that 
they may not exceed $6,000,000 or $7,000,- 
000. The greater part of this loss falls 
upon wealthy corporations and firms 
which are amply able to bear it and will 
neither ask for nor receive assistance. 
Those who find themselves out of homes 
and employment, the sick and the des- 
titute, are those entitled to the public 
beneficence. 

The demand for labor growing out of 
active rebuilding operations will go far 
toward solving the problem. Self-help is 
the best help possible in such a case, and 
we may be sure that the majority of the 
sufferers are anxious to help themselves. 

The work of the committees will be in 
the line of furnishing food, clothing, 
medicine and shelter to the afflicted. 
There will be large expenditures incurred 
for the purchase of building materials 
for the repair of partially wrecked houses. 
The Post-Dispatch reports show that 
many of the houses which have been 
considered total wrecks can be made 


intabitable by the expenditure of com- 

sratively small sums of money. All of 
hese things committees of capable and 
fexperienced business men can be ex- 
pected to manage judiciously, at the 
least possible cost, and to the best possi- 
ble advantage. 

It would seem, when we consider the 
total loss to be repaired, and the total 
of suffering to be relieved by public 
beneficence, that St. Louis is amply able 
to care for its own. .Estimates of the 
total cost of relief work range all the 
way from $100,000 to $500,000. Somewhere 
between these extremes lies the correct 
figure. The Post-Dispatch hag main- 
tained, from the first, that St. Louis Is 
capable of meeting the emergency alone. 
It is not prepared to abandon that be- 
lief. At any rate, the duty of the hour 
is to go forward. A few days will de- 
termine the real extent of the loss, the 
amount of money to be expended, and the 
prospects of raising the necessary sum. 
If, after ascertainment of all the facts, 
it is discovered that outside help is need- 
ed, it will not be too late to accept some 
of the generous proffers of assistance so 
freely made. But we remain firm in the 
conviction that no such necessity will 
arise. 

To avold it, however, some form of 
organized action is necessary. It is en- 
couraging to see that steps are being 
taken in that direction. C. H. Spencer, 
Chairman of the Relief Committee, pub- 
lishes, to-day, a call upon those willing 
to subscribe to forvrd their subscrip- 
tions to George H. Morgan, Secretary of 
the Merchants’ Exchange. He also urges 
the employes of mercantile and manu- 
facturing establishments to collect money 
among their associates and forward it. 

These are practical measures and will 
doubtless be followed by others equally 
practical, and equally necessary to the 
end in view. The people of St. Louls 
have both the disposition and means to 


help their distressed fellow-citizens. 
Give them the opportunity. 
EPIDEMICS OF CRIME.

There be others of the faithful who be- 
lieve that such visitations are ordered by 
the Deity, not by way of warning or pun- 
ishment, but for inscrutable ends which it 
becomes not man to inquire into.

The scientist sees no act of Deity in these 
calamities. He sees in them only the opera- 
tion of unchanging law. Natural law he 
holds is neither merciful nor cruel, but 
knows no animate or inanimate in its opera- 
tions, A tornado or cyclone is produced by 
natural laws. It might sweep a desert or 
an uninbabited swamp with no ill results, 
But if a populous city stands in its path 
60 much the worse for the city and its peo- 
ple and its valuable properties. And one of 
their arguments against the idea of a direct- 
ing Providence in such things is that the 
rigateous suffer equally with the wicked. 
In this instance they suffered more. A 
dozen churches were wrecked, a number of 
school houses, yet the theaters and the gild- 
ed palaces stand uninjured. 


The statistician sees in the list of dead 
only the operation of the law of statistics, 
All the country over the mortality rate will 
maintain the usual ratio per thousand at 
the end of the fiscal year. So many per 
thousand will die at sea, so many by rail- 
road accidents, so many by disease; the 
statistictan will tell/you that 10,000 are 
doomed to die by the hand of their fellow 
man, and that no enforcement of law 
against murder, no precaution against ac- 
cident on land or water, no anti-toxins and 
germ destroyers can possibly change the 
final result. The statistician regards the 
tornado merely as an incident, ruinous, 
fatal, horrible to those concerned but in- 
evitable, just as be will tell you it is in- 
evitable that a certaimnumber of letters per 
thousand will find their way to the Dead 
Letter Office each year with unfailing regu- 
larity. : 


There are people who will tell you any- 
thing and everything under any circum- 
stance is all for the best.“ It is hard to find 
any bowe-f> disaster which strikes hun- 
dreds with death, and destroys millions of 
dollars’ worth of property. Nevertheless 
there are some desirable things the tornado 
may accomplish. For instance, it wl force 
the tardy city officials to build a decent 
city hospital along modern lines. Nothing 
short of the blowing down or burning down 
of the old one would shave compelled 
rompt action. Money has been wasted on a 
city hall which exceeded the estimated 
cost by $500,000, while none could be spared 
for hospital purposes. For a long time the 
ramshackle old building has been a d'‘s- 
grace to the city. The wonder is that long 
ago the place has not been destroyed by 
fe or storm with large loss of life. Three 
months ago a bill was passed authorizing 
the appointment of a Hospital Commission 
to devise a new hospital plan and suggest 
the best methods of conducting the hospi- 
tals. Mayor Walbridge has delayed unac- 
countably in appointing the commission. It 
is too late to blame anyone for delays now. 
The time has come for action. The hospi- 
tal is wrecked and a new one must be 
built. This time it will be of modern de- 
sign, in accordance with the demands of 
surgical, medical and sanitary science, one 
that St. Louis need not be ashamed of. 


St. Louis, too) can draw a lesson frofn the 
danger the overhead wire system con- 
stantly presents to life and property. 
The danger has been emphasized from 
time to time in cases of fire when 
the wires precluded the possibility 
of good work by the firemen, and, in 
consequence, life, and property have been 
sacrificed.

If the breaking of the wires and poles had 
not been so general, if the deadly current 
had been allowed to traverse them a few 
minutes only, the horror would have been 
intensified by many more sudden deaths. 
The situation suggests the oft-repeated idea 
that the great trouble with the country is 
that it has too much law. There is so much 
law that monopolies and privileged persons 
can always find law to evade the law. On 
the question of the burial of the wires in 
St. ‘Louis, it might be a good idea to bury 
them ‘first, and litigate on the legality of 
the burial afterwards. ;

Proverbially slow to action, the ponderous 
conservatism of England has been, perhaps, 
her strongest bulwark. Otherwise her peo- 
ple never would have put up with the Inso- 
lent privileged class, the nobility, which it 
has supported in power and luxury for 
centuries, But it is difficult to understand 
why England has been so slow to adopt 
American ideas along harmless lines, except 
it is that their ingular prejudice forbids 
them conceding that anything is good which 
is not English. For many years England 
clung to its antiquated locked-in compart- 
ment railway coaches. The evils of the sys- 
tem were demonstrated in a gcore of ways, 
In wrecks passengers were imprisoned, 
women have been assaulted per contra, the 
Same conditions of privacy have led to 
the successful blackmailing of harmless old 
gentlemen. Men have been robbed and 
murdered; passengers stricken with illness 
have been unable to summon assistance; 
a long journey offered no opportunity to 
stretch the limbs by a walk through the 
train; there was no drinking water, no toilet 
conveniences, no dining cars, no sleeping 
cars, not a single convenience to offset 
the inconveniences and dangers. Yet our 

ish cousins clung to the old system 
with singular obtuseness. It was only after 
several trials that the Pullman was finally 
introduced on trunk lines, and the American 
style of coach was years longer in obtaining 
any sort of recognition. 


And still they clung to the old time-hon- 
ored baggage system, or rather no system. 
A label was pasted on your box or trunk 
and when you left the train you must 
claim it, if, indeed, some rogue had not 
forestalled you. The check system was un- 
known. In vain the thousands of American 
tourists protested and showed the advanta- 
ges of our system. The stolid Britisher 
could not be brought to see them. On the 
contrary, when traveling in this country 
the Britisher was wont to protest against 
the baggage check.

LONDON, May 30.—The most interesting 
feature of the week has been an article in 
the Nineteenth Century, purporting to give 
the true motive or reason for Dr. Jameson’s 
raid into the Transvaal, and seeming to be 
Cecil Rhodes’ plea in justification. It has 
in any case revived the South African scan 
dal, and attracted a great deal of attention. 

The author of the article is Seymour Fort, 
who was private secretary to Sir Henry 
Brougham Loch when the latter was British 
Commissioner in South Africa. Mr. Fort 
declares that Cecil Rhodes was deter- 
mined to push the revolution, and learning 
that President Krueger had entered into 
A secret political entente with Germany, 
which presented such imminent danger to 
the Imperial and Afrikander interests in 
South Africa, Rhodes resolved, ‘“‘at all haz- 
ards’’ to upset the Hollander-German ca- 
bal. But it is claimed that he had no in- 
tention of overthrowing the South African

“A STORM IS COMING.”

Wednesday's tornado death list is a long 
one that has saddened the entire city and 
brought inconsolable grief to scores of fire- 
sides, but it is not so long as was at first 
published.

Then, too, 
when the mixed piles of brick and mortar 
are removed from many places it is quite 
certain there will be found beneath them 
many crushed and decomposing bodies, 

In the confusion and excitement of the 
enormous disaster, the death list was 
ewelled to figures altogether out of propor- 
tion to what it really is, and it was not pos- 
sible until yesterday to get down to accur- 
ate facts. 

The burial permit record is one that does 
mot err, and no ä can creep in- 
to KN. It can be ſed upon, because no 
bodies can be buried within the city or 
taken out of the city for burial until a cer-

COLUMBIA, Mo., May 22.—Last com- 
mencement President Jesse of the State 
University said on,commencement day that 
the student corps in attendance during the 
year of 95-986 was the best from a discip- 
linary standpoint the university had ever. 
known. He will hardly be able to say as 
who attended this year, 
for the Discipline Committee has been kept 
busy this session here, as in almost every 
other university in the country. 

But President Jesse will certainly pay the 
graduating class a higher compliment when 
the diplomas are delivered June 3, for of 
the class of 986 it can be truthfully said 
no class ever graduated from the university 
which equaled the class of this year from 


the standpoint of scholarship. One member 
ot the class made the best grades ever 
made in the university, and there are at 
least four others who are close. Every 
member of the class is quite up to the 
standard. 

Another notable fact about the class of 96 
is that it is by far the largest class 
ever graduated here. The total attendance 
of the university is not a great deal larger 
than it was four years ago. The gradual 
lopping off of all preparatory work kept 
the total attendance almost at a standstill, 
but that the university proper has been 
growing rapidly, that the number of stu- 
dents doing real university work has al- 
most doubted in the last four years is 
proven by the size of the graduating 
class. In 94 the graduating class of the 
academic department numbered 16; in 95 
it grew to 18, but in ’9 the number Jumped 
to D. 

—— 

The class is almost I Demo- 
cratic, there being only three or four Re- 
publicans. Two or three members are un- 
decided on politics, but strange to say they 
Are young men. Every young woman in the 
class has decided political views. A ma- 
jority of the Republicans are for McKinley, 
while of the Democrats the same may be. 
said in favor of Bland. The majority, of 
the class will teach. Of the others thse ma- 

aspire to be good lawyers, walle not 
few are ambitirnus to become doctors. 
eight young ladies in the class, 
only two of whom have a domestic life 
immediately in view. One of these proudly 
asserts that she will be queen of her 
mother’s culinary department; the-other is 
married. The other six will teach, except- 
ing one, who will become a doctor. 

Tne valedictorian here is valedictorian 
because of the highest grades.

This year the class will grad- 
uate in caps and gowns and with this 
change Mrs. Defoe will inaugufate a much- 
needed change in valedictories.

Ot che three notable races of the West 
on the public highway, the classic Forest 
Park is the most highly regarded, and a 
win in. the “Cycling Derby” brings honor, 
fame, and incidentally a little remunera- 
tion to the successful ones. This latter 
phase is not generally published, and is an 
apparently ineradicabie evil of modern ama- 
teurism. But the general public is little in- 
terested in such a matter, and its concern 
concludes when the riders have finished 
ther long and arduous efforts in the het 
run over dusty roads. . 

One who is not well versed in cycling 
competition fails to realize the amount of 
work necessary to prepare a rider for a 
road race. Weeks of “plugging’’ are essen- 
tial, for it is endurance and stamina that 
are proven more than speed in these strug- 
gles on the public highway. One has to be 
very careful not to overtrain and become 
“stale,”’ and many riders make the mis- 
take of doing too much, and when the 
eventful day arrives they are more fit to 
take a vacation from competition than to 
participate in a battle that will call into 
play every atom of physical endurance 
contained in their frames. 

But fit and well, the back-marker in a 
road race well deserves the adulation and 
hero-worship that are his lot from his club-

On such a model course for a road race

Mr. Moriarity is dead—likewise buried. 
It was the manner of His death and his

A moment before his 
death he was eng in casting metal for 
the manufacture of ordnance in the Royal 
Arsenal ct Woolwich.

It is recorded that the last stone on the 
belfry tower was laid by a negro named 
William Johnson, as none “of the white 
workmén would take the risk.

In the interior of the church are two 
rows of five “of the genere which preserve 
the harmony of t general style of archi- 
tecture. Each four feet in diameter, 
twenty-six. feet ‘high, and made of brick 
covered with stucco. The ceiling is elliptic, 
and contains eighteen richly painted panels. 
The sanctuary fs 40x30 feet, and its sides 
are adorned with pilasters painted in imi- 
tation of marble. On the west side of the 
altar is the Bishop’s chair, above which is 
a beautiful mahogany canopy. In an arch 
just opposite is a portrait of St. Louis, pre- 
sented to the diocese by Louis XVIII. of 
France. Altogether the interior of the old 
Cathedral, as well as the exterior, presents 
an imposing picture of church architecture 
of a ki that was simple and consistent 
throughout, as its builders were in their 
characters. 

It has been the scene of many church 
functions, the last of which were the funeral 
of Arch bishop enrick, the mass of Car- 
dinal Satolll and the conferring of the * 
lium upon Archbishop Kain.
